RIOTERS SUPREME 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Both Car Men and Company Claim 
Victory Which Will be Decided 
Today by General Strike.

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Philadelphia, Mar, 6—On the eve 
of what will undoubtedly be the de- 
ciding, day of the striking car men 
for more money and the recognition of 
the union, both sides are claiming vic- 
tory. The labor leaders assert that 
their general sympathetic strike,which 
began yesterday, will tomorrow as- 
sume surprising ‘proportions, although 
they make no estimate of the number 
who will walk out. The poliqe and 
the officials of the Rapid Transit com- 
pany say that the general strike will 
turn out to be a fizzle and that in a 
couple of days not only the striking 
motormen and conductors, but those 
who are striking in sympathy with 
them, will all be begging to have their 
jobs back. 

Meanwhile, however, the police are 
still having their hands full with 
riots. After a beautiful spring like 
Sunday, during whose daylight hours 
ears ran without interruption and the 
streets were filled chiefly by promen- 
aders enjoying the air, the trouble be- 
gan at nightfall. 

One man was fatally shot, several 
dozen were beaten by the police or 
run down by policemen’s horses, and | 
auto trucks and patrol] wagons clang- | 
ed about in brisk fashion for a couple 
of ‘hours carrying reinforcements to 
the troublous neighborhoods and cart- 
ing ‘back prisoners to the city hall. 

“Give 'Em Hell,” Said Chiaf. 

The liveliest tilt between the po- 
lice and strike sympathizers happen- 
ed at Eighth and Christan streets in 
the Italian quarter down town. A 
crowd there stoned half a dozen cars, 
and the assistant chief of police led 
a charge upon it with about 50 foot 
officers and a score of mounted men 
behind them. The mok numbered 
about 3.000. “Give ’em all the hell 
you can,” ordered the chief, who used 
to be an Indian fighter in the west. 
The polica guards on the stormed cars 
fired their revolvers, footmen wielded 
their short clubs and the cavalry 
forced their horses directly into the 
thickest of the crowd, slashing about 
with their long riot sticks. 

The men in the crowd responded 
with bricks and cobblestones, while 
from the roofs of the houses nearby 
showers of missiles also descended. 
The police won out after a brisk 
battle. When the street was cleared 
about 15 men and a couple of women 
were picked up wounded-and sent to 
the nearest hospital. Many innocent 
persons were among those who suf- 
fered from the police clubs. 

Mob of 5,000: 

At the Richmond car barns in the 
northeast section, a crowd of about 
5,000 persons gathered after dark and 
stoned every car that appeared until 
the mounted police took possession of 
the neighborhood. 

Then the disturbers moved to Third 
and Berk street. where they attacked 
more care, 

Thére is a railroad yard here and a 
lecomotive engineer pulled his whistle 
ecrd and screamed an alarm. This 
was taken as indication of a fire and 
both the police and fire department 
turned out, which brought many more 
policemen to the seen Before the 
assemblage was dispersed, some one 
dumped ac ar load of dirt on the 
trolley tracks and planted a flag on} 
top Gf it, also a picture of C. O. Pratt, | 
the car strike leader, The  polica 
had to shovel the dirt away. They 
placed the flag on the pole of the trst 
trolley car that passed when the way 
was clear. There was a lin. ciubbing 
and a little brick throwing, but no- 
body was hurt. 

“Shoot to Kill,” 

At Tweuty-sixth street and Lehigh 
avenue in the northwest, was the one 
possible fatality of the day, A crowd 
of 2,000 people chased the non-union 
erew and police guard. from: a car 
and refused to - move when a squad of 
patrol mea came to the rescue. The 
crowd hooted and defied the police to 
shoot, They fired a volley in the air, 
‘but even this did not have any ‘effect. 
The commander at last ordered loudly 
enough to be heard, ‘Shoot to kill,” 
and his men charged with their guns 
in their hands directly at the crowd. 
Several of them fired and a bullet 
pierced the lungs of Robert Castello, 
who had been urging the mob to ac- 
tion, It is feared he will die, 

During, the morning and after some 
of the cars which the Rapid Tran- 
sit company operated did not have 
the usual police guards on the front

According to the, strike leaders, a 
body blow will ‘bé¢ administered to 
the trolley system tomorrow by the 
calling out of the union firemen and 
engineers in the power house. Thomas 
Neatly. president of the National 
Association of Stationary Engineers, 
said :— 

“We have refrained from taking 
this step in the hopes that the com- 
pany Would arbitrate with its men. 
Now that it sill refuses we will call 
our men out and tomorrow there will 
not be enough firemen and engineers 
left in the eight power houses to keap 
three of them running.”

GERMANY’S SOCIALISTS | 
PROTEST AGAINST BILL 


Great Demonstrations in All the Large 
Cities Against Suffrage Bili— 
120,000 Trke Part in Berlin—De- 
monstrators in Conflict With 
Police, Who Use Clubs Freely. 

« 


Berlin, March 6 (Special Cable).— 
Hundreds of persons were wounded 
today in all the large cities through- 
out the country in fights between the 
police and Socialists, who met to pro- 
test against the suffrage bill. 

In this chy alone 120,000 persons 
took pert in the demonstrations. The 
principe) Cemonstration took place in 
Trapitow Fark, where 30,000 Socialists 
paraded and fought a terrific battle 
with the police. Throughout the 
day, 25,000 troops were kept ander 
arms in case thesituation._became 


serious. 
Police Used Clubs. 

However, such a severe crisis was 
not reported. The police used their 
clubs freely, but were not called upon 
to employ their arms, After the par- 
aders had started for the Tiergarten 
they were attacked by a company of 
country gendarmes, who wielded their 
sabres with deadly effect. Five per- 
sons were cut down and dangerously 
wounded. Many others were injured 
and more than 100 persons were ar- 
rested, 

The Emperor\ and Empress, who 
were out driving, narrowly missed the 
line of march. All the government 
buildings tonight are being guarded 
by heavy detachments of soldiers. 

Similar meetings were held at Colo- 
gne and Solingen. There was no 
trouble at the former place, but at So- 
lingen the Socialists, who carried red 
flags, clashed with the police. Many 
rioters were wounded by sabres. 


WHITE GIRL SHOT BY NEGRO 


Verna Miller, Aged 22, Shot Down by 
Gus Smitn in Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Mar. 7,—A shooting 
occurred jast night in the district, 
which the Ministerial association have 
declared to be set aside for segrega- 
tion, the victim being Vernay Miller, 
aged 22. The girl, wno is white, be- 
came acquainted with Gus Smith, 
aged 22, colored, in Toronto, where 
he tollowed the trade of barber. Com- 
ing west they renewed the acquain- 
tence, and three months ago went *o 
Sa-ketoon together. Three weeks ago, 
the girl lett him and returned to Wine 
nipeg. Smith followed her, locating 
her by phone at 187 McFarlane street, 
When the Miller girl was told of his 
phoning, she went to a neighbor's 
house. 

Smith called and ivaving the house 
met the girl on the street, Smith 
pulled a 3% calibre revolver, As the 
girl fled he fired, bringing her down 
at the. third shot, it lodging between 
the skin and skull behind the right 
ear, It is not known if the skull ‘a 
injured and the General hospital re- 
ports her condition improving. 

Smith went to the colored club on 
Main street next, and drew a vevolver 
with the intention of shooting the 
keeper, but was disarmed by some 
bystanders and later was arrested on 
a cherge of attempting murder. While 
seurching for Smith the police landed 
H. W. Redd, colored, who answers 
to the descriptions of Henry E, 
Ewing, wanted by the Chicago police 
for the murder of his wife there in 
1907. He will be detained until the 
Chicago police are communicated 
with,

'62 VICTIMS IN 
B.C. AVALANCHE 


Rogers Pass Catastrophe Numbers 
Among Dead Many Japs—Nar- 
row Escape of No. 97. 


Vancouver, Mar. 6.--In the, snow- 
slides which occurred early Saturday 
morning between the Rogers Pess 
station and Glacier on the line of the 
Canadian aPcific in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, over sixty men were swept to 
death, More than half of them were 
Japanese. They composed a working 
crew which had been engaged in clear 
ing away a small slide which has 
come down early in the evening. 

The men were spread out all over 
the slide and working a rotary engine 
over it when the larger slide came 
down and carried them to their death 
in the canyon below. At finst it was 
believed that all the hundred, men 
engaged were killed, but during the 
early morning it was found that many 
had escaped and the death list is now 
placed at sixty-two. 

All passenger trains on the line are 
safe though probubly it will take a 
day or two before they are able to 
pess the place where the slide oceur- 
red. The slide was one of the worst 
that was ever experienced in the rail- 
way section of the Canadian rockies. 
There wes a heavy storm of rain and 
sleet and sometimes snow, and wen; 
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ther conditions were altogether «: 
their worst. A storm also occurred on 
the Arrow Lakes. Communication

‘bodies have been found at Rogers Pass 
ten of them Japanese, All the men in 
the section gangs in that vicinity have 
been checked wp. 

Sixty-two Missing. 

The total missing is sixty-two. 
There is no question but this is the 
total death jist. The Canadian Paci- 
fic railway train leaving here this 
afternoon at 3.15 is expected to pass 
the slide at 8 p.m. tomorrow night.

Thirty-seven Japs.

That another fearful catastrophe by 
snowslide on the Canadian Pacific 
was missed by the narrowest margin 
yesterday afternoon was made known 
today when reports came in of tha 
second avalanche which now blocks 
the wegt bound passenger train. 

It was train No. 97, carrying more 
than one hundred passengers and not 
more than a minute elapsed from the 
time it passed a point east of the Field 
station when the slide came which 
barried the tracks for a thousand feet 
and to a depth of twice as high as a 
Pullman car, By the narrowest mar- 
gin the passengers escaped with their 
lives. Today, they are at Field, held 
between the two slides and are not 
likely to be released before late to- 
morrow evening. Railway crews are 
working day and night to clear the 
first slide at Rogers pass, clearing off 
the tracks. Up to noon today no more 
bodies had been found than the eight 
reported yesterday. The bodies of A. 
Pottruff, engineex of the work train, 
and Alf. Mahon, brakeman, whieh 
were sent in to Revelstoke this aft 
noon. Mahan’s body will be. brougiit | 
to Vancouver, for interment, while 
Pottruff, who was a resident of Revel- 
stoke, will be buried there, 

By tomorrow evening, when it is ex 
pected that the slide will be clear, 
most of the bodies of the white men 
will probably have been recovered. 
Almost all will be brought to Revel- 
stoke where citizens are making pre« 
parations for the solemn duty of 4 
great funeral on Wednesday or Thurs. 
day. Scores of the relatives of the 
victims of, the slide reside in Reve!- 
stoke. 

Ever in danger of other slides whiea 
though small, might mean loss of life, 
five or six hundred workmem are en- 
gaged on the work of rescue.

HATTERS' CASE 
Jas. O'Connell Says Trades Unioniste 
Interested Are Being Bartered Away. 


Chieags, March 6 Thy the decision in 
the Hatters case in Danbury, N.Y., any 
active or indifferent member of a trade 
uniono who has $50 or more in a home 
of $25 in a savings bank or building or 
loan association is subject to attachment 
if found guilty of boycotting an employ- 
er. Thie warning was given today to the 
Chicago Federation of Labor by Presid- 
ent Samuel Gompers of the American 
Vederation of Labor. He said that the 
executive council at the Federation will 
meet in Washington soon to map out a 
new campaign for labor, Whether thie 
will be political or a change in methode 
of advancing the cause of labor he could 
not at this time say, President Gompers 
also took issue with President Taft, 

“Recently the president said that if 
business cannot be conducted according 
to law then business must be changed, I 
contend that the court are entirely out 
o ftouch with commerce and industry. Tf 
business cannot be conducted according 
to law, then the laws should be changed. 
We should not go back to the conditions 
of commerce and industry of a century 
ago.” 

Regarding the anti-Sherman Act, he 
said that it does not say what it means 
nor means what it says.” 

“Instead of applying to the aggression 
of trusts it has been used solely to pre- 
vent association of men and women to 
beggar their conditions. The first move 
of a tyrant oligarchy in a country ia to 
stop assemblages of the people. In this 
case it is an attempt to strangle the life 
out of Jabor, to outlaw the trade unions, 

“We have to make our fight whether 
we like it or not. 

“We are not going to stand idly by to 
seo our unions destroyed. We will not be 
slaves. T want to live many years but T 
do not want tolive under the conviction 
that slavery is going to be introduced 
again in this country, ‘ 

“We went into politics two years ago 
for this very reason, to fight for our 
rights, The 200 hatters fined were the 
most inactive members in the union, 

“Those without « cent in the bank or 
in property. If this decision is to be the 
low of the land, then you can always ex- 
pect a constable to appear at your home 
and ‘attach your property or money, be- 
cause you wished to fight an employer 
who would not grant you fair conditions 
of lobor. The executive euncil will meet 
soon to discuss what move shall be made 
to see if we cannot get men of labor to 
line up in some way that will make the 
Congress of the United States sit up and 
take notice, We cannot afford to let the 
matter lag.

WANDERERS WIN STANLEY CUP. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 6—In a game 
that will live: long in the memory of 
those that witnessed the struggle the 
Montreal Wanderets defeated the crack 
Stanley cup eleven. at Dey’s arena on 
Saturday night, the victors capturing 
the honors in a close game by the score 
of 3 to 1, 

At half time the tally was one to 
nothing in favor of the winners, and 
they increased their lead in the second 
half. The Ottawas narrowly avoided a 
shut out. The Montreal Wanderers, by 
defeating Ottawa’s won the chanipion- 
ship of the National League and with 
it, the Stanley cup, emblematic of the 
world’s higheet hockey honors. 

The match was played on an ice that 
was crowded with water in spots and 
which was too soft to permit of any bril- 
liant playing. It estimated that over 
seven thousand tators obtained ad- 
mission to the rink, the crowd being the 
second largest that ever witnessed a hoc- 
key match in Ottawa. The Wanderers 
scored the first goal leading at half time, 
1 to 0. They scored twice in the second 
half, the Ottawas only getting one goal, 
Thousands of dollars were lost on the 
game, the visitors being second choice in 
the, betting. 

FYank Patrick of Renfrew and Chaun- 
cey Kirby of Ottawa handled the game. 
Ottawa got 37 minutes and the Wander- 
ers 33 minutes in penalties.

HISTORY OF HISTORIC MUG. 


The Stanley Cup, emblematic of the 
senior championship of the world, and 
the prize most sought after in hockey, 
returns to the city which first held it. 
The cup wis donated to the Amateur 
Hockey Association of Canada in 1893 
by the late Lord Stanley, of Preston, 
then Governor-General of Canada, as a 
challenge trophy to be competed for, and 
held by champions of recognized senior 
leagues, at that time one match only be- 
ing necessary to decide the winners. The 
first holders of the new historic cup were 
the Montreal Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion team, as champions of the A.H.A. 
of Canada, 1893.

FAIRBANKS, APOSTLE 
OF UNIVERSAL PEACE 


Former Vice-President Visiting London 
Says Courts Are Adequate to Settle 
individual Relations, Therefore, 
Why Not the Relations of Nations— 
Limitation of Armaments. 


—— 


London, March 5—Former Vice-Presid- 
ent Fairbanks after his interview with 
King Edward in Buckingham Palace is 
passing his time here in the city. Speak- 
ing to a correspondence he said that 
nothing in the politics of this country 
apjealed more powerfully to his sym- 
pathy than the King's peculiar repug- 
nance to war, 

*Moreover,”’ continued Mr. Fairbanks, 
“‘liis Majesty's idea of universal peace 
is practicable and the talk of the neces- 
sit, of ever growing armaments is idio- 
tic.” 

The suggestion that the people drive 
the cabinets to war was also idiotic. The 
werld presents no condition demanding 
war, When war comes the people with- 
ont exception long for peace. Again war 
did not grow out of popular desire, but 
out of political exigency or personal am- 
bition, er both. 

People Bear the Burden. 

“Both war and the preparation for 
war unhappily weigh most heavily on 
the people and not on those whose policy 
or intrigue is responsible for the burden, 
The increase in armies and navies must 
stop. It cannot go on for ever. How 
shall it be stopped? By the use of sense 
or an international sataclysm. Where- 
ever T.have been I have seen shipbuild- 
ing and troops drilling for war and I have 
seen no cause for war. 

“The courts are adequate for the ad- 
justment of individual relations and 
when the leaders of mankind so resolve 
they will be adequate for the adjustment 
of internaitonal relations. The duty of 
America is especially clear and urgent. | 
Nobody is pressing us and we can act de- | 
liberately and with judgment. Nobody | 
can say that we want peace because we 
are afraid of war. Let all the prestige 
of otir country go for the: limitation of | 
armaments and for peaceful industry.”

GERMANY’S NAVAL ESTIMATES 


Are $6,000,000 Less Than Last Year's 
Figures. 

Belin, Mar. 6.—The German’ naval 
estimates for the year are $6,000,000 
less than last year’s figures, accord- 
ing to Marine Minister Terbitz, who 
addressed the Reichstag Sunday. 

Replying to Count Opperdort’s eri- 
ticism of the government’s building 
of warships on loans, Admiral Ter itz | 
said: 

“The system of loans for warship 
construction will cease in 1916, after 
which year no ships wil be paid for 
out of tax revenues and the cost will 
decrease every year.” 

Replying to the suggestion by Herr 
Sudekams, Socialist, that Germany's 
“reat navy’ Ts “not called for by. her 
commerce and by the belief that it is 
directed against England, Chancellor 
Bethmann Holloweg said: 

“Our relations with England deepen 
with everybody’s eyes. It is not nec- 
essary to repeat that-out navy is not 
for aggregession, but for protection f 
our coasts and commerce. The limits 


of our naval programme are known 
to everyone, for the completion of our 
ships nothing is secret about the pro- 
gramme, and nothing is done in a way 
to arouse suspicion or belief that 4 
threat is intended against anybody, It 
is our wish to cultivate unprejudiced 
straightforward relations with Eng- 
land. I do not see why the existing 
friendly yelations should be disturbed 
between Germany and England, with 
whom we are so closely connected 
with economically and in culture, No 
notion on earth can divert or suppress 
free competition of other nations. We 
must all proceed along the same lines 
as an honest merchant and on that 
basis IT am convinced that the reli- 
tions of confidence existiry between 
Germany and England will develop 
favorably ad that publie opinion of 
both countries will be influenced in 
the same way.”

Washington, D. C., Mar, 4.—Robt. 
FE. Peary has decided not to submit 
his North Pole discovery proofs to the 
House committee on naval affairs, 
unless guarantees are given by the 
committee that nothing of this data 
shall be made public. The committee 
will not accept the conditions, Mr. 
Peary probably will not receive re- 
congnition by congress for his discov- 
ery, a8 a consequence. The public 
committee on naval effains, having in 
charge the bills, carrying a reward 
and recognition of Commander Peary, 
had before it today Prof. O. F. Titt- 
man, of the Hydrographic office and 
Representative Alexander, of New 
York, an old college friend qf Pearys. 

Prof. Tittman was one of the com- 
mittee of the National Geographic 
society which passed on the Peary 
proofs. He told the committee ne 
could not give up any of the proofs 
as Mr. Peary had decided they should 
not be made public until he had coim- 
pleted his book on the Arctic trip and 
the North Pole discovery.

CAVEAT CAUSES REAL 
ESTATE ENTANGLEMENT 


Knotty Problem to the Brought Be- 
fore Chief Justice Sifton in Sup- 
treme Court tom.orrow—Charge ot 
Gross Neghgence and Laches for 
Delay in Filing. 
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A delay of two years in filing 4 
caveat, was the cause of a real estate 
tangle which will be brought before 
Chief Justice Sifton in the Supreme 
court tomorrow, as the last case of 
the present sittings. William Austin 
Duclos is the plaintiff, and Dr. Donala 
McGibbon the defendant, béth of Ed- 
monton, In November 1907 the de- 
fendant agreed to sell lots 11 and 12, 
block 48 of the Groat Estate for the 
sum of $400, payable $200 cash and 
the balance in November 1908. Prior 
to November ’08 the plaintiff paid the 
purchase price in full and carried gut 
all the terms of the contract, but 
the defendants were unable to furnisi 
him with a transfer of the 
question, free from encumbrances. The, 
plaintiff alleges thet the certifieate of 
title received by him from the Land 
Titles office upon registration wes sub- 
ject to a caveat in favor of one John 
Craddock, and, that Creddock took 
proceedings in the supreme court to 
obtain the lots and «i) order was given 
vesting them in him end depriving 
the plaintiff of his property. The 
plaintiff afleges that immediately 
upon action being taken by Craddock, 
he notified the de erdant of the pro- 
ceedings and held him liable for costs 
and damages incurred. The plaintiff 


defended the setion of Craddock and 

incurred lecal ex s*s in so doing, 

and also had to Craddock’s bill 

of costs to the a nt of $236. 
Resola «ie Lots. 


The plaintiff believing that he was 
the owner of the lots. and would, upon 
paying the purchuse price, receive a 
proper transier, sold one of the lots 
to a third party’ and claims that he 
has been put to great loss and damage 
by being unable to give title to the 
purchaser, and being compelled 
repay the amount paid for the land, 
together with damages and costs. Th: 
plaintiff accordingly claims: Specific 
performance of the contract; costs o: 
defending the Craddock suit and dam- 
ages by being unable to give title to 
the purehaser and other damages to- 
gether with costs, 

The defendant admits that the cer- 
tificate of title was subject to a caveat 
filed by John C. Craddock but denies 
that the plaintiff notified him of pro- 
ceedings in court. The defendant pur. 
chased the lots in November 1907 from 
fobert P. Ingram for $20. At the 
time of the sale no caveat was filed 
against the land, It was arranged be- 
tween the plaintiff and defendants 
that instead of registering the trans- 
fer, the name of the plaintiff should 
be inserted and the transfer held for 
him, delivery upon payment by the 
plaintiff of the balance of the money, 
and the plaintiff aceepted the defend- 
ant’s title, paying $200 on account 
of the purchase price. 

"Craddock Files Caveat. 

Subsequently on February 8, 1908, 
the caveat was filed by Craddock in 
respect of an agreement of sale be- 
tween Inglis and Craddock, datea 
March 22nd, 1966. The defendant 
further alleges that Craddock was 
guilty of gross negligence and laches 
in not having filed his caveat, or reg- 
istered a transfer from Inglis prior to 
the time when the defendant pur- 
chased the lots, and the defendant wil 
tely on and claim the protection of the 
Land Titles act on this ground, 

The case for the plaintiff will be con- 
ducted by Messrs. Boyle and Parlee, 
C. ©. McCaul, K.C., will appear for
